His election seems to satisfy 
all parties. 
This afternoon the members are draw­ 
ing seats. The new Assembly is about 
equal to the average in ability. A few 
of the leading men in the State, such as 
Keyes, Price, and Fred W. Horn, are on 
tho list 
M. D. Vaughn, of Lewiston, Columbia 
county, came down to get tile Republi­ 
can Assembly nomination for Sergeant- 
at-arms, but failed.

Late 
at night he broke into the room of EJ. 
Sanderson, of Milwaukee, chairman of 
the Republiciu State Central Committee, 
aud rilled his pockets to the extent of 
one hundred and fifty dollars.

W a sh in g to n, Jan. IO.—Something was 
accomplished in tho Guiteau trial to-day. 
Judge Cox delivered an exhaustive, able 
aud voluminous decision on tho legal 
questions involved, wherein everything 
in the text books, in tho decisions and in 
the statutes bearing on the question of 
jurisdiction or on the legal aspects of the 
defense of insanity was reviewed. He 
decided, basing his decision on the gen 
oral principles of the common law, that 
the criminal court of the district had 
jurisdiction over the present case. He 
decided, basiug his decision on the de­

of 
tho 
English 
and 
best 
American 
courts, 
that 
tho 
proper test of the sanity of any luau 
was his ability to distinguish between 
right ami wrong. He added certain quali­ 
fications in granting substantially the 
prayers of the prosecution, deemed favor­ 
able to the deten.se. 
One was tliat the ability of the accused 
to distinguish must be as to the right or 
wrong involved in the act for the com­ 
mission of which he was indicted. An­ 
other, that if, on the whole body of facta 
presented (not simply on those in regard 
to the insanity of the accused,) the jury 
should have a well founded, reasonable 
doubt of the prisoner’s guilt they must 
acquit. 
This decision, which occupied in its 
delivery one hour and a half, was pre­ 
ceded by an eloquent argument 
by 
Judge Porter on the question of malice, 
under whose caustic sentences Guiteau 
and Guitcau’s family writhed in intense 
excitement. At one time Mrs. Scovillo 
was with difficulty restrained from throw­ 
ing some portable object at “Mr. Big­ 
mouth Porter,” aud at every sentence 
throughout the the argument Guiteau 
had something (generally something abu­ 
sive and blasphemous) to say. 
The argument of Judge Porter was 
characterized by bis usual depth of 
thought, breadth, learning, aud grace of 
style. Ile reviewed the main facts in 
the sad story of the assassination in a very 
telling manner, and his rebukes of Sco- 
ville and Gnitean were simply withering.

The True Story of tbs Cuckoo. 
Our correspondent whoso interesting 
communication on cuckoo loro appeared 
last week is at fault in stating that the 
young cuckoo turns out its fellow-nest- 
lings from a lore of supremacy, and that 
tho young birds expelled arc smaller than 
itself. 
Being usually hatched before the 
cuckoo, they are generally of equal size, 
aud rather larger than the intruder; and 
their expulsion is necessary for his duo 
nourishment by the miniature foster 
parent. 
In fact, when, as aometimes 
happens, two cuckoos are hatched in one 
nest, they endeavor each to expel the 
other; anil in one ease observed by Herr 
Adolph Muller, and deseribed in D<r 
Zoologinchc Garten for October, 1808, 
tho smaller succeeded in expelling the 
larger. 
But we will lot Mrs. Bl auburn 
relate lier own account of what she saw. 
Tho nest (which we watched last June, 
after finding tho euekoo’s eg" iii it) was 
that of the common im adow pipit (titlark, 
mosselioep >s), and had two pipit's eggs 
beside that of the cuckoo. 
It was below 
a heuther-bush, on the declivity of a 
low, abrupt bauk on a Highland hill-side 
in Moidiirt. 
At one visit the pipits wore found to 
be hatched, but not the cuckoo. 
At the 
next visit, which was after an interval of 
for tv-eight hours, we found the young 
cuckoo alone in the nest, and I loth the 
young pipits lying down tho bank, about 
ten inches from tho margin of the nest, 
but quit*) lively after beiug warmed in 
tho hand. 
They were replaced in the 
nest tieside the cuckoo, which struggled 
about till it got its back nuder one of 
them, when it climbed backward directly 
up the open side of tho nest, and pitched 
tho pipit from its back on to the edge. 
It then stood quite upright on its legs, 
which were straddled wide apart, with 
tho claws firmly fixed half way down 
the iusido of the nest, among tho inter­ 
lacing fibers of which the nest was 
woven; and, stretching its wings apart 
and backward, it elbowed the pipit fairly 
over the margin so far that its struggles 
took it down tho bank instead of back 
into the uest 
After this tho cuckoo stood a minute 
or two, feeling back with its wings, as if 
to make sure that the oipit was fairly 
overboard, aud thou subsided into the 
bottom of the nest 
As it was getting late, and the cuckoo 
did not immediately set to work on the 
other nestling, I replaced the ejected 
one, and went home. 
On returning next 
day, both nestlings wero found dead ami 
cold, out of the nest. 
I replaced one of 
them, but the cuckoo made no effort to 
get under and eject it, but settled itself 
contentedly on tno top of it 
All this I 
find accords accurately with Jennets 
description of what he saw. 
But what 
struck me most was this; the cuckoo was 
perfectly naked, without a vestige of a 
feather, or even a hint of future feathers; 
its eyes were not yet opened, and its 
neck seemed too weak to support the 
weight of its head, 
Tno pipits had well-developed quills 
on the wings aud bock, and hod bright 
eyes, partially open; yet they seemed 
quito helpless under tho manipulations 
of the cuckoo, which looked a much less 
developed creature. 
The cuckoo’s legs 
however, seemed very muscular, ana it 
appeared to feel about with its wings, 
which were absolutely featherless, as 
with hands, tho “spurious winja;” (un 
usually large in proportion) looking like 
a spread-out thumb. 
The most Jugular 
thing of all was the direct purpose with 
whicli the blind little monster rn ado for 
tho open side of the n e |\ the only part 
where it could throw its burden down 
the bank. 
I think all the spec taters felt 
the sort of horror and awe at the apparent 
inadequacy of the creature’s intelligence 
to its acts that one might have felt at 
seeing a toothless hag raise a ghost by 
an incantation. 
It was horribly un­ 
canny aud “ grew-some.”

along on the backs of the saints, ac­ 
cording to the respective size of saint 
and sinner, all being animated by the 
desire to get out from under the threat­ 
ening shadow of those overhanging 
feet. 
In tho midst of the confusion 
and terror, one of those unconfined luna­ 
tics whose mission is to say and do the 
most idiotic things under the guise of 
sanity, sprung through a window and 
shouted tire, and unfortunately escaped 
alive.

Policeman Morgan Thomas, of tho 
West Twentieth Street Station, has at 
his home, 165 Seventh Avenue, eight 
trained rats. The parents of the brood 
came from Spain on a sailing vessel, 
and were presented to their present 
owner by the Captain. They arc smaller 
than the ordinary house rat, and have 
j soft, white fur, spotted with grayish 
brown. Their eyes are bright and in- 
| telligent looking! The eight are of the 
same litter, and were born about a year 
ago. The marks on their coats arc very 
! similar. Policeman Thomas plays tho 
j fife. One day, while sitting near tho 
| cage containing the youn^ rats, which 
were then four months old, ho began to ( 
; blow a spirited air on the fife. A great 
scampering in the cage attracted his at- 
j tention. The little rats had gathered 
, at that part of the cage nearest to bim 
j and showed signs of the liveliest excite- j 
J ment. When the music ceased they 
, began to scamper about the cage again. 
; He played a different air and they 
J again flocked toward him. The idea 
that the rats could be trained then en- 
i tercd his head. He soon learned that 
I his pupils were very sensitive to music, j 
j and were differently affected by sad or 
joyous strains. 
He devoted an hour 
every day to their instruction. His ef­ 
forts were soon rewarded. At the end 
of a month they knew and obeyed his j 
voice in many ways. They would sit 
tip on their liind legs, and lift up their 
front paws as though in supplication, or 
lie down as though dead, at the word 
of command. They displayed the great­ 
est intelligence in learning, and rapidly 
acquired new tricks. 
Their most interesting performance 
is 
“ playing 
soldiers.” 
Policeman 
Thomas opens the cage door aud plays 
a lively air on the life. The rats prick 
up their ears, and, led by the captain, 
which is distinguished from the others 
by a red ribbon which he wears around 
his neck, march out in single tile on to 
a platform in front of the cage. They 
then form two abreast, and after walk­ 
ing around the platform they form a 
solid column in the center, as though 
waiting for orders. At the command 
of their teacher they form four abreast 
and rise upon their hind legs. They 
next separate and form two bodies at 
either end of the platform. They rush 
at each other with apparent fury, and a 
mock battle is fought. A shrill note 
from the life causes them again to form 
in single tile and march back into tho 
cage. 
A small handkerchief about an inch 
and a half square is handed to the capt­ 
ain. He holds it up in sight of Hic oth­ 
ers, and they at once get into line. He 
gives it to the one next to him, and it 
passes along. The eighth returns it to 
the captain, and he in turn gives it to 
Policeman Thomas. The rats do many 
little tricks, such as swinging on a 
small trapeze, jumping over small hur­ 
dles and the like. 
Tho parent rats tako great interest in 
the young ones, although they have 
reached their full 
size. Policeman 
Thomas says that the mother still cor­ 
rects them if they do not obey her di­ 
rections. If one stays out of the cage 
longer than sho thinks it should sno 
runs out and corrects it with her teeth, 
Tho disobedient youngster squeals, and 
hurriedly re-enters the cage. These 
rats are very particular about their ap­ 
pearance, and take two baths daily. 
Should the water not be clear they will 
not go near it. Aftercoming out of tho 
bath they sit up, and smoqth down 
their coats with their paws, as a cat 
washes its face. Policeman Thomas 
says that the two old rats have driven 
all the other rats off the premises. 
Al­ 
though smaller than the others, they 
easily kill them, adopting the ferret 
method of cutting with their teeth a 
vein in their adversary’s neck* 
Policeman Thomas also has a small 
black and tan dog named J im, which is 
very friendly to tue rats. Ho eats with 
them, and allows them to play over his 
body while he dozes.—New York Sun.
